Chasing the Farmer Into the Dell 


In its headlong efforts to revive Dem- 


ocratic dejection concerning the farm vote 
the administration has earmarked 50 mil- 
lion dollars to buy the title to some farm- 
ing land for tenant farmers. 


One may take a look at what farm- 


ers think of this sort of procedure by 
reading the summary of agricultural con- 
ditions which is issued six times a year 
jfi conjunction by the four great farm dail- 
ies, the Drover's Journal of Chicago, the 
Journal-Stockman of Omaha, the Drover's 
Telegram of Kansas City and the Live- 
stock Reporter of St. Louis, all of which 
are in close touch with farms and farm- 
ers: 


"A sum of $50,000,000 has been set 


aside to aid tenant farmers in the pur- 
chase of land. None of it will go to 
the man who day in and day out over 
long hard-years has worked and slaved, 
scrimped and saved, until at last he 
is over the hill in gaining a foothold as 
a farm owner. No. All of it will go to 
those who. for one reason or another, 
have failed to make the grade In the 
farming business, and some of whom, 
if they had a farm given to them, 
would in the course of time lose it!'' 
There are numerous reasons why men 


fail on the farm or in other businesses. 
Few of these reasons are directly con- 
nected with dust storms or 
depression 


prices. Many who go into farming think 
it is a cinch and ultimately discover that 
it demands study, skill, economy and ever- 
lasting perseverance. 


What great judge is lo sit upon the 


bench and decide which of these tenant 
farmers shall get assistance at the ex- 
pense of the country, other farmers in- 
cluded? 
All of this money may be so 


placed that it will neither help the ten- 
ant farmer nor the community. 


The problems involved arc not as sim- 


ple as they seemed to a bankrupt farmer 
into whose throat a physician was once 
looking for evidence of inflammation. "I 
don't see anything," said the doctor. "You 
should at least see a stump," said the 
farmer, "for I drank a whole farm." 


The distribution of this money in the 


hands qf an entirely independent, non- 
political, sagacious board might not bo 
entirely a fa-lure. 
Careful business in-

OVERLAND TKIPS BY EELS 


Yesterday we spoke of "glass 


fish" which hatch from eggs of 
eels. These tiny swimmers grow 
to be two or three inches long, then 
start to change. 


The glass fish is as flat as an 


elm leaf, which it resembles in 
shape Its parents are dead, and its 
only comrades are orphan eels like 
itself. 


Some strange force, or race mem- 


ory, leads many glass fish to swim 
northeastward across the Atlantic, 
toward Europe Others head toward 
North America. 


The young eel which swim to- 


ward Europe spend about two years 
in the form of glass fish. 
Then 


they stop eating, or at least eat 
very little. During this time they 
shrink in size! Their bodies lose 
much of their width, and take on 
a rounded shape.

The life course of these eels (but 


not of all kinds of eels) calls for 
them to enter fresh water. 
This 


they do. Those which enter Euro- 
pean rivers are about three years 
old. 
Those which go into North 


American rivers arc about a year 
younger, but have gone through 
the same stages. 


In the rivers, the elvers find food 


which is to their liking. They look 
for it m river mud, and are ex- 
perts in moving quickly through 
the mud. Among their victims arc 
crabs and crayfish. 


Making their way upstream, the 


young eels are able to pass over 
rocky ledges in the river bed. One 
place where they are "stopped" is 
at Niagara Falls. At certain times 
there have been enough eels in the 
waters near Niagara Falls to fill 
scores of trucks. 


Eels which arc stopped in an 


upstream journey may leave the 
river at night, or early morning 
and 
crawl 
"Overland. 
Moving 


through dewy grass, they seem to 
get along almost as well as when 
they are in the water. They try 
to find ponds or some other body of 
water. Eels are found in ponds lo- 
cated miles from any river.

For the 32 
least profitable farms, the average 
gross income per farm was $2,682.. 
.. with the average farm in this 
group showing a loss of $290 after 
all expenses had been paid and a 
charge of 5 per cent interest made 
against the investment.
